lum, “then It falls to the 
legi.slature to respond. 

“I see no reason at this 
stage to be overly excited 
about all the horror stories 
the bureaucrats and many 
elected officials have ex¬ 
pressed if Jarvis - Gann 
passes,” he added. 

Schabarum said the propo- 
siiton does have shortcom¬ 
ings, but “it is the only solid 
effort being made to make a 
major move to get the state’s 
financial house irk order.” 

The Behr Bill, he said, 
a knee-jerk legislative reac¬ 
tion to Projxisition 13. 

“And on top of that,” hs 
said, “wo now see the Go\'- 
ernor trying to pacify the 
business community by on- 
doising elimination of the in¬ 
ventory tax. The timing of 
that endorsement in relation 
to Jarvis - Gan is interest¬ 
ing to note.” 

Both the Behr Bill and 
the Governor’s action, said 
Schabanam, are clear signals 
that Sacramento would noc 
and will not act unless 
something as dramatic as 
Jarvis-Gann is adopted by 
the people. 

“I think through all the 
f.uss and feathers,” said 
Schabarum. “the facts as I 
see them suggest that all 
governmental entities as a 
result of Propositioin 13 will 
have less reliance on prop¬ 
erty taxes, the single most 
onerous Tax in terms of the 
impact on people’s ability to 
pay.” 

Schabarum said In endor¬ 
sing Jarvis - Garui he recog¬ 
nizes its imperfection, but 
that ha sees it as the sole 
instrument available to the 
people to bring economy and 
cffiicency to all levels of 
governmert. 

“And,” he added, “11 s 
adoption would demonstrate 
dearly that the people and 
.not the bureaucrats run the 
state.”

It 
is our hope that you will take care of your own weed problems 
as early as possible. 


Improved properties will be given a 15 day notice for compli¬ 
ance by the owner. Violations of the deadline will be turned 
over to the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s Office. 

Property owners who have been notified could be held liable 
for any damage a fire may cause to surrounding properties. 
Notices of violating properties will he posted and mailed dur¬ 
ing April.

functions. Total expenditures 
for these districts was about 
$708 million. Of total reve¬ 
nues of $734 millio,n, $332 
million, or about 45 per cent, 
came from the property tax. 

Since special districts vary 
so widely in their revenue 
structure, generalizations on 
the impact of Proposition 13 
on special districts cannot be 
stated with /my descriptive 
accuracy. About all that can 
be said is that special dis- 
tiicts that rely most heavily 
on the property tax are par¬ 
ticularly vulnerable under 
Proposition 13. A study of 
the Proposition 13 imi>act on 
a specific fire district in 
suburban Sacramento show¬ 
ed that the distret would 
sustain a 70 per cent cut in 
property tax levy (from 
1977-78 to 1978-79). This kind 
of (j-it appears to be fairly 
typical of what fire districts 
would experience under Pro¬ 
position 13. Other single - 
purpose special districts, es¬ 
pecially those able to charge 
user fees for services, might, 
through a combination of fee 
increases and .service cut¬ 
backs, be better able to sur¬ 
vive as a functioning unit of 
government.

Beverage License 
Fees of $1,495 Paid 
To Sierra Madre 

The City of Sierra Madre 
has received $1,495 as its 
six-month share of the spe¬ 
cial fees paid by holdem of 
alcoholic beverage liceaises. 

The payment was made by 
the state’s department of 
alcoholic beverage control 
which allocates 90 per cent 
of all license fee mociey back 
to individual cities and coun¬ 
ties where it is used to off¬ 
set the costs of police aivd 
fire protection, schools, high¬ 
ways, hospitals and other 
government services. The re¬ 
maining ten per cent goes 
into the state’s general fund 
where it is used for similar 
puiposes. 

'The most recent payment 
was for the period ending 
December 31, 1977. Los An¬ 
geles County as a whole, in¬ 
cluding the urvincorporated 
area, received $1,480,107 for 
the period.

RESPONSIBILITIES 

Proposition 13 would af¬ 
fect, or come into conflict 
with, many legal obligations 
and responsibilities common 
to all local governments 
aind school districts. Ex¬ 
amples of these impacts are: 

— Futvire Bonding Capa¬ 
bility. The measure would 
effectively prohibit any new 
property taxes for geineral 
obligation bonds, by any vote 
whatever. Fluture gemeral ob¬ 
ligation bonds w<aild have to 
be financed from within a 
steadily declining valuation 
base and be authorized by 
two-thirds of the "qualifide- 
electors.” This would present 
practical, if not legal, prohi¬ 
bitions against future gen¬ 
eral obligation bonds, a con¬ 
clusion which is emphatical¬ 
ly underscored by municipal 
bond analyst George Fried- 
lander, of Smith, Barney, 
Harris, Upham, and Co. He 
also notes that the relative 
quality of existing v'oted 
bonded debt could Increase 
because of the special status 
they possess (i.e. being out¬ 
side the limit). 

— Status of Existing Non- 
voted Debt. It is difficult, ac¬ 
cording to Friedlander, to 
assess the impact of Proposi¬ 
tion 13 on lease-purchase 
bonds. Such bond issues are 
secured by rental paymeoits 
from a municipal govern¬ 
ment (the lessee) to the Is- 
uslng authority (the lessor). 
Lease purchases have been 
used to finance government 
buildings, convention and 
sports facilities, hospita 1 s, 
parking structures, etc. Since 
lease-purchase bonds are not 
voter-approved, they fall out¬ 


side the limit. There is more 
than $1.2 billion in outstand¬ 
ing lease-purchase debt in 
California. Again, according 
to friedlander, "the fate of 
. . . (these) issues . . . un¬ 
der Jarvis-Gann depends . . 
. . on the non-ad valorem 
tax revenues available to the 
Icssw.” 

— Impact on Existing Re¬ 
development Debt Based bn 
Tax increment Financing. 
Tax-increment financing of 
redevelopment projects a de¬ 
vice that has bron extensive¬ 
ly used in (Jaltfomia. In re¬ 
development, land which is 
under-utilized is developed 
for “higher and better use.” 
causing the total value of the 
redeveloped land to increase. 
As value increases, the as¬ 
sessor re-assesses property 
upward, causing tax yield to 
increase. Under tax-incre¬ 
ment finaaicing, the taxes on 
the increased value which 
are accrued since the begin¬ 
ning of a project are allowed 
tc be .used by the redevelop¬ 
ment agency to pay for im¬ 
provements needed to rede¬ 
velop land, including demoli¬ 
tion, grading, dra i n a g e, 
streets, and various other im¬ 
provements. After the pro¬ 
jects are paid for, the incre¬ 
mental value reverts back to 
the original taxing jurisdic¬ 
tion. There are a variety of 
devices used to secure rede¬ 
velopment capital - improve¬ 
ment debt The most fre¬ 
quently used devise is the 
tax allocation bond, a reve¬ 
nue bond. About $900 miUioai 
of the total tax-increment 
debt of the $1.5 billion is in 
tax allocation bonds in Cali¬ 
fornia.
